5,000,000 men were on a war footing in Europe today. 
The continent figuratively trembled under the load of 
marching men and the rumble of military transport trains. 
Adolf Hitler conferred with his generals at Godesberg 
and paced up and down in the m ellow Autumn sunshine in 
the gardens of the Hotel Dreesej/L /There he has made 
some 
of the most momentous decisions 
of his career, 
including the 1934 Nazi “blood purge”. 
With Germany, France and Czechoslovakia entirely or 
partially mobilized; Britain, Russia, Poland, Hungary, 
Roumania and Belgium keeping their armies on the alert,

if there is war. 
Cologne in 1914 and 1938. 
In 1914 there was war and

A 
neutral m ilitary expert told me he 
thought the Germ an “m aneuvers” 
would reach a clim ax in the com­ 
ing week, when it is believed there 
will be 1,500,000 men under arm s.

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DELUSION OF BIGNESS 
PEOPLE who can get away from the 
* 
noise and propaganda and do a little 
philosophic thinking about the Gorman- 
Czech situation might come to some such 
conclusions as th ese: 
That the 
Sudeten affair represents 
gregariousness, or mass-minded ness, car­ 
ried to the edge of irrationality, Adolf Hit­ 
ler being the greatest living exponent, and 
the Sudetens being apt pupils. 
Also that the whole mess grows out of 
the peculiar notion that big nations are 
preferable to little ones, and their citizens 
are necessarily bigger and better off than 
citizens of small nations. 
In the present case the Germans on 
both sides of the border are convinced of 
this to the point of frenzy. 
The delusion 
is widely held by nations and races. 
We 
are always bragging about bigness and 
numbers, as if they were important. 
Yet anybody who looks around sanely 
and honestly can surely see that the indi­ 
viduals of the little nations — and it is 
individuals that are most important— are 
at least as well off and happy as indi­ 
viduals of the big nations. 
Indeed, the 
people of Scandinavia and Switzerland are 
far better off than those of mighty Russia 
or populous China, 
or India, or even 
France and 
England. 
The 
10,000,000 
people of Canada may he happier than we 
Americans, instead of being. only one- 
twelfth as happy. 
A great deal of what is mistakenly 
called patriotism is mob psychology car­ 
ried so far that it becomes a mental 
disease. 
It is one way for weak, thrawted 
individuals to swell their ego. 
Neither do big nations necessarily pro­ 
duce bigger men than little nations. There 
are probably more important, useful men 
in small but progressive nations than iii 
large ones, in proportion to the popula­ 
tion. 
This argument goes, too, for small 
states and cities. 
Mere artificial swelling of the ego 
doesn’t make people great. 
Look at the 
great men there were in Greece, Rome and 
England when they were small, and in 
America at the time of our revolution.

ASHINGTON— Fifteen years ago one 
of 
the 
Merry-Go-Round 
authors 
climbed a steep path leading to a castle 
once occupied by the Kings of Bohemia, 
and after traversing numerous passage­ 
ways which threaded the castle like the 
corridors of a cave, came into the office 
of the Foreign Minister of Czechoslovakia. 
Eduard Benes, the Foreign Minister, 
was a very plain-looking, modest little man 
with an engaging smile, forthright man­ 
ner and a perfect command of the English 
language. 
Speaking in that language, he waxed 
eloquent over the progress of Czechoslo­ 
vakia, her relative prosperity, her true 
democracy, the friendly relations she en­ 
joyed with her neighbors. 
He particularly 
mentioned 
Russia 
and 
the 
fact 
that 
Czechoslovakia had learned to get along 
with Russia at a time when the rest of 
Europe refused to recognize her existence. 
Foreign Minister Benes, at that time, 
had a right to be proud of his Czechoslo­ 
vakia. 
Tn a Europe sickened by economic 
chaos, Czechoslovakia stood out as a sane 
and prosperous state. 
Germany was in the 
throes of disastrous currency inflation. 
France was existing largely from German 
reparations payments. 
Poland was in tur­ 
moil, Austria on the verge of bankruptcy. 
In this maelstrom only Czechoslovakia 
stood forth independent, healthy and a 
going concern. 
This week, still proud of his country, 
still 
proud 
of 
Czech 
enterprise 
and 
efficiency, 
Eduard Benes, as President 
of Czechoslovakia, carried on his shoul­ 
ders the final responsibility for deciding 
whether his country should surrender all 
that he had striven for, or fight. 
With the exception of Adolf Hitler, 
no other man in the world held such great 
power for general peace or war. 


LAYING DOWN TUE LAW 


VOICE FROM NEW ZEALAND 
A NYONE who imagines that the British 
“ 
Empire is falling apart should con­ 
sider New Zealand. 
On the opposite side 
of the earth from England, almost directly 
“down 
under”, 
the present trouble of 
Europe might seem very distant and po­ 
litical home ties not very important. 
Yet 
when war was expected, word came to 
London from Wellington that the govern­ 
ment would stand solidly behind Britain. 


If business 
activity 
were as great as 
political activity, 
the 
recovery would be 
here. 


BENES’ BACKGROUND 
The man who held this power is the 
son of a poor peasant family, the youngest 
of ten children. 
Bom 54 years ago, he 
worked his way through school and first 
attained national fame as a soccer player 
at the University of Prague. 
It was at the University that he met 
the man who was to be his greatest inspira­ 
tion, and whom he was to follow through­ 
out life, at last succeed as the President 
of Czechoslovakia. 
Benes studied philosophy under Pro­ 
fessor Masaryk at the University of Pra­ 
gue, later came back as a colleague of 
Masaryk to teach as a professor of sociol­ 
ogy. 
It was from Masaryk that Benes first 
imbibed his ideas on Czech independence 
from 
Austria-Hungary, 
and 
when 
the 
World War came these two formed a sec- 
* ■' 
ret national society to foster an independ­ 
ent state. 
Their activities attracted suspicion, and 
they were forced to flee to Switzerland, 
where they continued even more effective­ 
ly to work 
for restoration of ancient 
Bohemia. 
Both were under sentence of death if 
they fell into Austrian or German hands. 
But they continued their operations in 
London, Paris, and Petrograd, Benes act­ 
ing as secretary for his teacher, Professor 
Masaryk, 
and 
becoming an 
expert 
in 
manufacturing 
the 
fake 
passports 
on 
which they traveled.

How Esophagus, Stomach Aid in Digestion

In 
the 
mouth cavity there is an irresist­ 
ible impulse to swallow the bolus 
of food. The muscles in the back of 
the pharynx seize it and propel it 
into the upper part of the esopha­ 
gus, 
Normally the passage through the 
esophagus to the stomach is made 
with lightning-like rapidity. When 
seen under the X-ray the food moves 
so fast that the eye can hardly fol­ 
low it. Sometimes, however, there 
occurs a functional obstruction due 
to spasm of the muscle at the inlet 
to the stomach. The muscle is 
known as the cardia, and the condi­ 
tion is called cardiospasm. 
The cardia is normally below the 
diaphragm, but in some people it is 
above, and spasm is especially likely 
to occur with them. The esophagus 
dilates and they experience a feel­ 
ing of a lump or of a fullness under 
the left rib margin. They also tend 
to regurgitate their food for several 
hours after a meal. Mild cases need

no treatment, because the spasm 
gives away and the food enters the 
stomach. In severe cases, however, 
dilatation with a special instrument 
may have to be done. 
The stomach is essentially a pre­ 
paratory chamber in the process of 
digestion. The food is mixed there, 
churned up, and delivered slowly to 
the intestine, in quantities just suffi­ 
cient not to tax its capacity. 
The stomach juice is acid due to 
the secretion of hydrochloric acid 
from the gastric walls. The acid pre­ 
pares protein food by hydrolysis 
for efficient intestinal digestion.

Absorption hardly occurs in the 
stomach at all. Water passes right 
through the stomach as if in a 
trough, even though the stomach is 
full of food Even when we are very 
thirsty we have to wait until water 
gets into the intestines to be ab­ 
sorbed. But this is very soon. Alco­ 
holic beverages and some drugs are 
absorbed in the stomach. 
Since its work Is so largely pre­ 
liminary to digestion, the stomach 
could be removed without greatly 
interfering with the digestive proc­ 
ess. Surgical operations are there­ 
fore done in the stomach with con­ 
siderable impunity. Complete atro­ 
phy of the stomach wall can occur 
and digestion goes on just the same. 
But in such cases another function 
of the body suffers—blood forma­ 
tion—because the stomach secretes 
a substance which, combined with 
the food, prevents anemia. This sub­ 
stance, however, can easily be sup­ 
plied in artificial form. 
Tile stomach is the body’s pet. 
Persons are inclined either to love 
or hate the stomach. It gives them 
such a good time. But every wind 
that blows upsets it. It is truly the 
barometer of our daily life. A good 
appetite may be a curse. The intro­ 
spective invalid who is always sav­ 
ing his stomach may long outlive 
the fellow with the cast-iron diges­ 
tion. 
Considering that the stomach is 
on the outposts of life, and consid­ 
ering all tile things we put into it, 
etc., there is very little of an organic 
nature that ever gets the matter 
with it. The only comanon organic 
disease of the stomach is ulcer. 
Cancer of the stomach occurs, but is 
a very rare disease. Most of our 
stomach distresses are from nerves, 
indiscretion or reflexes. 
The kind of food for stomach com­ 
plaints w ill be considered tomorrow.

SYDNEY ( U P )—A new diving 
suit, which may revolutionize pres­ 
ent methods of deep-sea diving, 
will be used in an attem pt to sal­ 
vage the cargo of

Cumberland. 
The wreck, with its cargo of 
metal valued at $200,000, lies at a 
depth of 47 fathoms off the coast 
of New South Wales. 
The ship 
struck a mine in 1917 while on the 
way to England wbth copper, iron 
arid zinc for British munitions. 
Navy officials, who have been 
testing the new diving suit, the 
invention of BJ, R Clifford of Syd­ 
ney. believe that it will permit 
diving operations at such a great 
depth owing to its novel construc­ 
tion. It is built in two com part­ 
ments, the outer of which is sub­ 
jected to air pressure, while the 
inner contains air at normal sur­ 
face pressure.
